That particular Obſervation, which I have made the 
Subject of my Diſcourte, relates both to the Ad mini- 
{tration of Divine Providence, and the Tendency ot Hu— 
man Nature; and 1s ſupported by a long Experience 
in Conjunction wich the Authority of the Wiſe and 
Roval Preacher. 

Wherefore that J may nor detain this Audience 
with any farther ncedleſs Preface, | procecd directy 
to conſider the main Deiign ot my Text, under the 
following Hcads of Diſcourſe; in which J will en- 
deavour, | E 

Firft. To ſhew in what Senſe this Obſervation of 
olomon is to be underſtood, as to both the parts of it; 
hat Sentence is not executed fpcedilv, and that there- 
ore Men are more oitragiouſly wicked.

Firſt then, Suffer me briefly to conſider in whag Senſe 
this Obſervarion is to be underſtood, in both Parts of 
it. For it is not laid down as an univerſal Rule, ei- 
ther that Sentence is never ſpeedily executed, or that 
the Heart of al the Sons of Men are, therefore, fully 
ſet in them to do Evil. | 

It's well known that Moral Obſervations and Max- 
ims have a ſuſficient Foundation, if they hold true in 
the general, notwitſtanding there may be ſeyeral Ex- 
ceptions to them. = 

Accordingly Selomon could not be ignorant of Excep- 
tions to the Rule himſelf lays down, in the miracu- 
lous Succeſſes of his own People, and the ſpeedy Di- 
vine Sentence upon thoſe wicked Nations round about 
them. From the time that all the Plagues fell on E fu 
to the Eſtabliſhment of the Throne in his Father D g 
vid, their whole Hiſtory is a continu'd Relation of the 
ſpeedy Execution of the Divine Sentence againſt evil 
Works, as Moſes expreſly tells them [Deut. 9. 4. J Fe 
the Wickedneſs of theſe Nations the Lord doth drive them u 
from before thee, 1 
And indeed, beſides the Authority of the Sacred H 
ſtory, we might urge Exceptions from all the belt H 
ſtories of the World; which have tranſmitred to | 
Inſtances of ſuch great Convulſions and Revolution 
as the Wiſeſt Men have always attributed to the Ext 
cution of a Divine Sentence, and made them con 
(with N. buc hadnexxar] that the mot High ruleth in 
Kingdoms of Men, What could be 2 more viſible Ex 
cution of Sentence againſt an cvil work, than the 1

Inſtances of thoſe Empires degenerated into National 


| Vices, and ſubdu'd by People eminent for the contrary 


Virtues; and that the Four great Monagchies of the 
World ſhould riſe and fall, according to the Prophetick 
denunciation of Daniel, and the laſt, with all the diaboli- 
cal Power, be ſubdu'd [Daniel 2. 44.] by the Kingdom 
which ſhall ne ver be deſtroy d. All which being plainly rore- 
told and punCtually fulfill'd, are undeniable lnitances 
of a Divine Sentence executed in this World. | 

Nay, as to us of this Nation, I am perſuaded we 
need not go farther for a true Exception to this Gene- 
ral Rule, than our own late and our preſent fuprizing 
wonderful Succeſſes; againſt thoſe who have dar'd to 
ſtand at God's righteous Bar, and make their Appeal 
to the Lord of Hoſts, in the wicked Cauſe of a bound- 
leſs Ambition and repeated Perfidiouſneſs. 

But then ir muſt be confeſsd ſuch Interpoſitions are 
not uſually diſcern'd by the generality of Mankind, 
who ſeldom look farther than thoſe Cauſes that lye 
neareſt to their own weak Apprehenſion; and ſo with 
them, that paſſes for a fottuirous Event, which is in- 
deed a Divine Sentence. , 

And beſides, even to thoſe of better Diſcernment, 
ſuch Exceptions to the general Rule are no good Obje- 
ctions againſt it; for ſtiſl they obſerve that, in the or- 
dinary Courſe of Providence; Sentence againſt an evil 
Work is not executed ſpeedily; that is, neither ſmme- 
diately upon the Commiſſion of thoſe Crimes, nor at 
all in this World. | 3 1 | 

And thetefore alſo they obſerve, That the Heart of 
the Sons of Men is fully ſet in them to do Evil; not 


univerſally, God be thank'd, bat, as the Puniſhment 


is frequently deferr'd, ſo it is too frequently made the 
ſound of more Wickedneſs. For ſurely, wete the 
Divine Vergeance but ordinarily viſble in this Wotld, 
it would - forcibly bend many of choſe ſtuborn Hearts 
whom the Divine Metcy does not move; and from 


hence we ſec in what Senſe this Obferyation of Solomon's | 
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(6) 1 
is an appatent Truth. So that I may be allow'd to 
proceed, 3p : 

Secondly, To enquire into the Reaſon of it; and 
ſhew how it comes to paſs, that Becauſe Sentence # not 
executed ſpeedily, therefore the Heart of the Sons of Men 
is fully ſet in them to do Evil. 

Their Heart being (ully ſet in them to do Evil, is a De- 
ſcription of the molt proflioate Atheiſtical Men; thoſe 
that are wicked by Pr nciple, and not only act, but 
argue too againſt Religion, eſpecial y the Terrors of 
another World. And accord ngly there have not been 
wanting thoſe that will ditpute upon this very Ob- 
ſervation in the Text; and becauſe the Sentence is not 
preſent, will not believe that is to come 

«© For (fay they) the Nature of Juſtice requires a 

ce ſpecdy, as well as a condign Puniſhment. The Crt- 
© minal in the hand of 2 has no more r ght to 
© be ſpar'd for a time, than to be acquitted for ever. 
© And this alſo they obſerve to be the conſtant Rule 
« of ail other Governments regularly adminiſter'd, 
© where Sentence is always ſpeedily executed, unlefs 
© ſome accidental Circumſtance intervene. _. 
* From hence they conclude, that ſince the Na- 
ture of juſtice is immutably and Eterual, it muſt 
equally affect God and Man; and if Human Go- 
vernment be (as Religion teaches us it is) a Copy 
and Tranſcript of the perfect Model of Divine Go- 
vernment, they ask whence proceeds ſich a wide 
difference in the Adminiſtration; inſomuch that their 
Sentence is ordinarily executed, is ordinarily ſuſpen- 
* ded; and they by a ſpcedy Courſe of juſtice, procure 
an awful Regard to their Authority; while he is un- 
© mov'd with thoſe that call loudly for his Vengeance, 
* that Blaſpheme his Name, and dare his worſt. 

This I conceive is the utmoſt of that grand Argu- 
ment againſt the Providence of God, and a Judgment 
to come, and is the true Reaſon why ſo many diſ-

Third Particular I propos'd , in which I am to offer 
ſomething by way of Vindication of the Suſpenſion of 
the Divine Kae , in order to remove the for men- 
tion'd Objections againſt it, and the Abuſes which Men 
make of it, And here | will attempt to prove diſtinctly, 
I. That there is no Reaſon from the Nature of ſu- 
ſtice, or the Ends of Government, why the Divine 
Sentence ſhould be ſpeedly executed; that is, why the 
Rewards and Puniſtiments of Heav'n ſhould be always, 
or ordinarly diſtributed in this World; but moreover, 
II. That there is very good Reaſon io be given why 
they ſhould not; which two Conſiderations together 
will, I hope, ſet this Matter in a clear NG 
I. There is no ſuch Reaſon as was pretended in the 
- Objeftion , from the Nature of Juſtice, or the Ends 
of Government, for a ſpeedy Execution of the Di- 

vine Sentence, 8 | | 
When we conſider ſtrict Juſtice in Criminal Caſes, 
we ſhall find all that it requires comprehended in this 
one Rule; namely, that there be more of Suffering 
in the Sentence, than there could be of Gratification 


in the Sin, othetwiſe the Sentence would loſe its Ter- 
ror and its Deſign. 


Baut then Juſtice is not, in it ſelf, confin'd to any 
Part of Time; becauſe the greateſt Interval of Im- 
punity , may be more than made up by the greatneſs 

of the Puniſhment. e 

Some Sentences, or call them if vou pleaſe Natural 

Conſequences of Vice, are not ſpeedily executed in this 

Life; which yet carry enough of Terror in them, to 

all confidering Perſons; how abſurd is it then to ſup- 


Poſe that the Omnipotent Eternal God cannot, at any 


diſtance of Time, nay , when Time it ſelf ſhall be 
no more, make the Offender anſwer, the full Demands 
of Juſtice , and pay the atmoſt Farthing of that great 
Debt he has incurrd, both for his Crime and for his 
ogy 300% 3 7 
ut ſtill it is pleaded ( and with more Colour ) * 
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the Ends of Govertiment * beſt anfwer'd , and the 
greateſt Reverence created to Laws, by the Specdy Ex- 
ecartion of Sentence; and this muſt be conteſsd to be 
agreeable to the beſt Wiſdom of Human Government; 
but let us conſider whether there are not ſome different 
Circumſtances, which wilt enable us to account for this 


different Procedure. 


175 Human Government has only a limited Power, 
and is it ſelf dependant , and liable to Deſtruction: 
And this makes it neceſſary that the Courſe of Juſtice 
here ſhould be expeditious and exemplary ; otherwiſe 
the bad Subjects may encreaſe ſo faſt , in Number and 
Power, as much to weaken, and at laſt to ſubvert that 
Government, - > 
Whercas , in the Kingdom of that one ſelf-ſufficient, 
ſelf-depending Being, the Rebellion of an Holt of An- 
gelscan (no farther than he thinks fit) diſturb his Ad- 
miniſtration, much leſs rival or exceed his Power. 
Nay , (which makes the Difference (till wider) he 
can bring Good out of Evil, and make thoſe numerous 
Crimes , which tend ro weaken the Force of Human 
Government, to ſerve the Purpoſes of his. u 
2dly, Human Judicatures can take no farther Cog- 
niſance of Crimes, than as they are evidenc'd by Ex- 
ternal Actions; and with them, therefore, when the 


— — once viſibly broken, Juſtice takes place imme- 
iately. 8 | 
But it is the incommunicable Prerogative of the great 
Governor of the World, to judge the Heart; and there- 
fore no Wonder his Sentence is executed differently 
from all others; ſince his Judgment is form'd by diffe- 
rent Meaſures. I . 
So that is ſeems abſurd to draw any Parallel in the 
Caſe ; fince he may have many juſt and wiſe Reaſons 
ſome of which will hercafter be enumerated) for the 
elay of his Sentence, which cannot affect human 
Judgment.

ternal Object „he is not capable of what we call oling 
an Opportunity; or being dilappointed by the greateſt 


Flux of Time. Nay, ſo tar is the Cale different, that 


paſt, preſent, and to come, are, in reality one and 
the ſame thing to his all-comprehenlive Know edge; 
as St. Peter ſignificantly exprefles it, One Day # with ihe 
Lord as athoujand Years , and a thouſand Years as one Day, 
D 2 Pet. 3,8. ] - 

Hot then ſhall we Mortals dare to pronounce any 
thing amiſs in his Government, who being confin'd to 
fo ſmall a Proſpect, can never ſee the Length of any 
of his Deſigns ; and when we know that he is not ca- 

able of a bare temporary Delign , which therefore 
Time cannot alter or deſtroy ? 

Now all theſe are very material Circumſtances, in 
which the Government of God and Man are as diffe- 
rent as their reſpective Natures are; and there ore al- 
tho the Eternal Rule of Juſtice is the ſame to both, 
yet the Caſe we ſee is not, and therefore the Rule can- 
not be indifferently apply'd to either. 

And now I conceive the Way is open for me to 
make it appear, that as there is no Reafon to be given 
from the Nature of Juſtice , or the Ends of Govern- 
| u „ Why God ſhould immediately puniſh , ſo there

II. Very good Reaſon to be given, why he ſhould 
not ; that is, why he ſhould not always, or ordinari- 
ly, take immediate Vengeance upon Provocation ;

But St. Peter ( in the Cale betore us) draws the Rea- 
ſon from a better Head, from the Fountain of Goodneſs 
and Mercy ; The Lord ( ſays he) is not ſlack, as ſome 
Men count Slackneſs ; but 1s long-/uffering to #5 ard, not 
willing that any ſhould periſh, bat that all ſhuuld come to Ra- 
pentance.( Ibid. 3. 9.) 

It is by the Divine Mercy, in the Goſpel-Covenant, 
that ourRepentance is accepted of tor pertect Obedicncez 
and it is by his merciful Providence, that he delays 
the Execution of Sentence, in order to that rxepentance, 

For were every Sinner puniſh'd immediately accord- 
ing to his Demerit (and if it were neceſſary in one, it 
it would be fo in all) this would indeed ditplay the Di- 
vine Juſtice throughout the World , but to the ſpeedy 
Deſtruction of the whole Race of Mankind. 

W herefore methinks it might become thoſe who 
make a Part of the corrupt Mats , gratefully ro admit 
this for a good Reaſon, why he does not here enter into 
Judgment with his Servants ; ſince in his Sight ſhall no Man 
living be juſtify d. 

But beſides this, we Chriſtians are promigd Salvation 
upon the Terms of Faith in the Promiſes of God , and 
ſincere Obedience flowing from that Faith, Now if 
all che Happineſs and Glory of Eternal Life (and all 
of it wilfully forfeited ) can demand it of us, asa Qua- 
lification, that for the ſhort Space of our Lives we walk 
Faith; then it is equally unreaſonable to expect, 
that we ſhould walk by Sight ; as we ſhould do were 
Sentence ſpeedily executed. We: | 

For this would deſtroy the very Nature and Being of 


# our Chriſtian Faith ; and ſuch a Plea as the Devil usd 


againſt Job, would be good againſt every Man elſe; 
Doth he ſerve God for nought ? He dreads his Thunder, 
but he does not love his Law. e 


Nay, we may venture one Step farther , and 1

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ſay that the A Execution of Sentence, would not | 


only deſtroy all Chriſtian Faith , but alſo Moral Vir- 
tue ; which does neceſſarily require a Principle above 
temporal Rewards and Puniſhments ; whereas were 
the Divine Vengeance flagrant in our Sight, Virtue 
would quickly loſe its Charms, Conſcience its Power, 


and Feat only, a {laviſh degenerate Fear, would pre- 


dominace thro the World. 

From whence we may diſcern the perfect Harmony 
between Natural and Reveal'd Religion, in the great 
Article of a Judgment to come; ſince, even to our dark 
Faculties, things appear ( when duly conſider d) as they 
ought to be; and ſince the judge of all the Earth muſt 
do right, their ſeeming Irregularities are only better 
Preſages of a future State. 3 os 

Having thus far conſider'd the Meaning and Extent 
of Solomon's Obſervation ; and having ſhown the Truth 
of it, that is, how the Delay of the Divine Sentence 
cauſes the Hearts of the Sons of Mea to be fully ſet in 
them to do Evil; But having attempted to prove, 
withal, that this is as abſurd as 1t isan 1 Abuſe 
of the Divine Wiſdom and Mercy in his Providential 
Adminiſtration , it remains only that in the 

Fourth and laſt Place „I briefly lay before you ſome 
ood Uſe , which I conceive we ought to make of the

And now hope I may beſpeak you all, as St. Peter 

did the Primitive Chriſtians on the like Occaſion , of 

the Scoffers ridiculing the Promiſe of our Lord's coming 
to judgment; Te therefore , beloved, ſeeing ye. know the(t 
things before, beware left ye alſo , being led away with the 
W's « Wicked , fall from your own Stedfaſtneſs. L f 
et.

Ye know that preſent Impunity is no Refuge from 
the Sentence of an Omnipotent, Omniſcient, Eternal 

Judge; but that Chriſtianity , nay and Morality: too; 

des clearly account for the Delay of.it. And 1 
5 | 2 WI 
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will one Day come, ye know is peremptory declar'd 
by that Revelation , to which God has ſer the Seal of 
his miraculous Power, and guarded: it with ſufficient - 
Proof and Demonſtration , down to this Day. Nay, 
even that it will come, may be ſtrongly argu'd from 
what I ſuggeſted in the Beginning of my Diſcourſe ; 
that we do not want undoubted Inſtances wherein Sen- 
tence has been ſpeedily executed in this World. 

For if any Sin merits the Divine Wrath, all Sin 
does; Vengeance # his , and he will repay. He acts by the 
ſame immutable Eternal Rules of perfect Juſtice , and 
it is nothing but the Variety of our Circumſtances 
which makes his Diſpenſations ſeem various to us. And 
if we are but very weak and incompetent Judges of 
what Circumſtances are good or evil to us in this World 
only; how much leſs capable are we of judging concern- 
ing his Providential Adminiſtration , which takes in 
Eternity. . | 

But this we know undoubtedly , That when the 
preſent World , with all the Appendages to it, ſhall 
paſs away; and when God ſhall pronounce the laft Sen- 
zence , it mult, according to our Reaſon and Religion 
too, indiſcriminally extend to every evil Work. 

We do not, therefore, want Preſervatives againſt 


the Error of the Wicked ; nor Motives ſufficient to k 


up in our Minds a conſtant and vigourous Senſe of our 
Duty, equally to deter from private Sin, and encou- 
rage ſecret Piety. All things are open and naked to him 
with whom we have to do; and all thing will, cer long, 
be naked ro the Sight of Men and Angels. 

I ſaid, &er long; for the Wiſe Man ſpeaks after the 
Manner of Men, when he ſuppoſes Sentence is not 
ſpeedily executed; for, in reality, it is exceeding ſpedy, 
it we reflect on the infinite Importance of that which 
depends upon it. | | 

Eternity is enough to bring to nothing the Contem- 
plation of ten thouſand Ages; and vet that Great Day, 


n which Eternity depends, is in Effect, at uo farther 
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Diſtance from us, than we our ſelves are from the Ib

Oh! conſider this, ye that forget God, left be pluck RV

And oh ! How calm and' ferene 1s the Breaſt where 

this ſtedfaſt Faith and ſincere Piety dwell ? There arifes 

no Cloud of Diſtruſt, no Perplexity from proſperous 

Wickedneſs ; nor is their Peace and Tranquility ſha- 
ken, tho' even their own moſt virtuous and pious Eu-

Sleep upon the Bed 
of Security, and under his own protecting Wings, who 
can guard them through Life and Death ; who can 
preſerve them even in the Place of Corruption, and
